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Parker Family. 


Thomes Parker was the Immigrant ancester of the Isle of Wight Parkers as appears 
from the patent issued to him on March t8nth 1650 for 380 acres of land situated in 
in the part of the county Imowm as Smith's Neck. This patent wes issued to him for 
the transportation'to the colony of himself and four children, Joane, Elizabeth, 
Thomas and Francis. The last Patent that wes grented him recites that he had marridi 
the widow of Peter Montague. 

Thomas Parker son of the aforesaid Thomas Parker died testate at the age of 56 
years. His will admitted to record in the County Court of Isle of Wight, Feb. 9, '@8 
He left a wife and the following children; John, Thomas, Froncis, George, Elizabeth, 
Mary and Ann. 

Francis Parker son of the said Thomas left a will dated Oct.°1, 1717 in which he 
mentions his wife and Children; martha, Nicholas and Nathaniel. 

Nathaniel Parker, gon of Francis Parker whose'will was admitted to record June 29417 
left wife Ann and children, Nicholas, Nathaniel, Martha and Mary. 

Nicholas Parker, son of the said Nathaniel and Aon Parker was born Oct. 31, 1722, 
married Ann Copeland and died Nov. 25, 1789 leaving two children Josiah and Copeland 
His Wife Ann was born 1723 and died in Nov. 1776. 

Col. Josiah Parker was born May 11,1751. On May 6, 1773 he married Mary Bridger ‘the 
widow of Col. Joseph Bridger nee Mary Peirce. Col Parker died March 18, 1810 leaving 
an only child, Ann Peirce Parker, who married 1802 Captain William Cowper, U. S. M., 
who was an officer on the"Constellation” under Capt. Thos. Truxton when on Feb. 9, [7 
she captured the French Frigate L'Insurgente. On account of his gallantry-on this 
occasion Cowper who was then 2nd Lieutenant having been appointed March, 9, 1798, was 
promoted and appointed Master—Conmander on July 12, 1799 and was made Captain of the 
U. S, frigate Baltimore, He wes discharged under the Peace Establishment Act the 3rd 
of April 1801. Col. Parker had educated his daughter as if she had been a son in the 
langueges and in all menly arts. She was very giftcd and accomplished ond was & notabl 
women. She died at Macclesfield March 21, !849. She had the following Childrenb- 
Josiah Cowper who under the will of his grandfabher and by an act of Legislature 
took the name Josiah Cowper Parker; William Cowper who died without issue¥ Thomas 
Frederick Cowper and Leopold Copeland Parker Cowperwwho under the Alexandria govern= 
ment during the Civil War was elected lieutenant Governor of Va. and died withoutilssue

died in infancy and married Secondly Mary Ann Keith , @arghter of Dr. Anderson Feith 
end Doniphan of Kentucky formerly of Faucuier County, Va.and left the following 
shildren:— Anderson Keith Parker, Judge George Doniphan Parker, Susan Francis, Mary 
Elizabeth, William Fredeerick, Major Leopold Oscar Parker U. S. A, Jane Doniphan, 
and Rose. Cowper arker. 

Thomas Frederick Peirce Parker Cowper born Aug. 3, (841 married Mrs. Virginia 
Goodwin nee Virginia Smith and died Nov. 9,!877 leaving the following children:~ 
Anna Maria Cowper who married Thomas F, Barkesdale; Mary Peirce Parker Cowper who 
married John D. Chalmers; Josiah Parker Cowper, Christiana Riddick Cowper who marrial 
Charles Emory Jordan and Virginia Smith Who thrried Richard A. Whitehead and died 
Dec. 27, 1893 leaving issue. 

Copeland Barker the brother of Col. Josiah Parker was appointed Surveyor of 
Customs of the Port of Norfolk on June 30, '792 and again Jan.13 1800, ‘He married 
Elizebeth Sinclair daughter of Capt. John Sinclair of Berry Hill" near Smithfield 
who was the son of Henry Sinclair of Aberdeen, Scotland. The mother of Elizabeth 
Sinclair was asister of Solomon Wilson of Isle of Wight;.issue:= Nicholas Wilson, 
who married Elizabeth Boush, Copeland Parker married secondly DianafHall 
daughter of Dr. Isaac Hall of *etersburg; fssne:- Mertha arker, Isaac Hall and 
Tamela. 

Col. Yosiah Parker was one of the most distinguished citizens ever born in Isle 
of Wight. In 1775 he wee made & member of the County Committee of Safety. He was a 
member of the Virginia Conventionstthat met in March, June and December 1775, When 


Virginia turned over to to the Continental service the six battlions of infrantry 
aised especially for that purpose Josish Parker was designated as Major and was 
in Feb. 13, 1976 commissioned Major in the Fifth Virginia Regiment. He was promoted 
to Lieutenant Colonel July 28, :777 and promoted to a Colonel April 1, 1778. Be 
resignedJJuly '2, 19778, Col. Parker greatly distinguished himself et the Batkle of 
Trenton, He head the honor on this occasion to receive the sword of the wounded 
Col. Ralle, Commander of the Hessians. In the noted picture of the cpture of the 
Hessiens at Trenton by J. Trumbell end now in the Art Gallery af Yale, Col Parker 
is placed on the left side end painted from life. He was a member of the Virginia 
Society of the Cincinnati,also a member of the vestry of the Old Brick Church,aand 
in 17786 he was a naval officer at Portsmouth under the State Government. Member 
of State Conventions and Member of Congress from 1789-1801.

Many surnames are derived from location or by invention, the 
name PARKER is an Occupational one and goes back into Roman Times, 
being derived from the Latin Word PARCARIUS, which was an enclosure 
for game and domestic animals and it is from this word came the 
title of PARKER or protector of the hunting grounds and preserves 
usually in the direct service of the king of some powerful 
nobleman. The position was one of great honor and trust. . 


The, earliest known written record of the name are found in 
Ciber Feudorum of the Doomsday Book, where they appear as DeParco 
and Parcys. Geoffery Parker was an English nobleman living about 
910 A.D. Another early bearer of the name was the Norsman Johannes 
DeParker, who came to England with William-The-Conqudrer in 1066 
and was keeper of the Royal Parks. 


The name has had various spellings throughout its early 
history Parkerre, Parkee, Parchkoar as well as its present spelling 
Parker. Some of its forms was to be found among the Danes and 
Saxons as well as the normans. 


Six principal branches of the Parker Family were established 
in England and one important branch in Ireland. The English 
branches are usually designated as: (1) The Browsholme Line, | (2) 
The Parkers of Norton Lees, (3) The! Cambridge Parkers, {4) The 
Essex Parkers, (5) The Parker Hall Line (of Stafford and Derby), 
and (6) The Woodthrope Line (of York). Richard de Parker was the 
common ancestor of the Norton;Lees and the ParkHall Line of 
Parkers, whence have descended the majority of the English-American 
Parkers. 


The Virginia-North Carolina Branch is descended from 
i - No November 15, 1647, a patent of 300 acres 

of land in the colony of Virginia was issued to Si 
(born 1600), the first Earl of Macclesfield, This land was known as 
Smith’s Creek, being part of the land near Tappon Creek in Isle of 
Wight County. Isle of Wight County, is one of the original 
Virginia Shires created in 1634 as Warascoyack. In 1637, the name 
was changed to Isle of Wight. It extended from the south bank of 
the James River to the North Carolina line and was bordered on the 
East by Nansemond County and one the west by James Cit County 
which became Surry County in 1652. . This gran@ wagliifor the 
transportation of himself and four children into the New ‘Colony, 
his children were Thomas (1632), Elizabeth (1634), JoAnne (1636) 
and Francis (1638). Sir Thomas called his land "Macclesfield" i 
honor of his family’s land in England. Sir Thomas died on February 
28, 1663 in Isle of Wight in Virginia. 


Thomas Parker was married about 1659 and had seven children. f 
John (1660), Thomas III (1662); Francis (1664); George (1666) / 
Elizabeth (1668), Mary (1670) and Anne (1672). On May 29, 1683, 
there was issued to "Thomas rker, Gentleman....“ 470 acres/of 
land, which included 380 acres granted March 15, 1641 and 50 9éres 
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which had been granted to Sir Philip Montague February 25, 1638." 
This patent cites that Thomas Parker had married the widow of Sir 
Peter Motague. (Virginia History Vol. 6, page 420)

admitted to the court, Isle of Wight Co. Virginia, February 1685.
